Disturbed and Is Expected to Reply. 


Washington, July 13.—William Lori­ 
mer, in an impassioned speech that 
lasted more than five hours in the sen­ 
ate, continued his remarkable defense 
of his title to a seat in that body, irs 
effort being more dramatic even than 
his speech of the day before. 
He 
thundered up and down the center 
aisle of the senate chamber denounc­ 
ing his enemies, challenging others, 
and all the titme giving an example 
of self-possession and courage which 
commanded respect, however the mer­ 
its of the case were viewed. 
Lorimer 
ended the day exhausted from his ef­ 
fort, and a recess was taken until to­ 
day to allow him to conclude. 
Then 
th'B vote will be had. 
The senator began by denunciation 
of President Taft and closed with a 
savage attack on Senator John W. 
Kern of Indiana, who wrote the mi­ 
nority report declaring that Ixrrimer’s 
title to his seat was obtained through 
corrupt methods and practices. 
The senator declared that President 
Tatf had planned an attack on him in 
the dark. 
He quoted President Taft’s 
letter to Colonel Roosevelt on the 
l o r im e r case and called attention to 
the fact that on the date when the 
letter was written and the president 
expressed 
the hope that the 
fight 
against lo rim e r might be won, he 
could not have read the record of tes­ 
timony taken in the case, for the print­ 
ed copies were not delivered to the 
senate committee until the day after 
the letter was written. 
Quoting from the president’s letter 
to Colonel Roosevelt, the words, ‘‘I 
want to win; so do you,” the Illinois 
senator stormed up the aisle repeating 
again and finally fairly hissing the 
words “ Win? 
Win what?” he cried. 
“Win a contest? 
If so, what kind of a 
contest? 
Was it in the open, with a 
free field, a fair fight and no favor? 
Did the president hand to Lorimer a 
sword and a shin! I with a warning 
that Lorimer should defend himself? 
No! No!” he shouted, “they were to 
sneak up behind him like a thief in 
the dark of the night and strike him 
on the back of the head with a chih 
and dash out his brains.” 
Senator Lorimer added that Pres! 
dent Taft had fallen among the con­ 
spirators. 
Among these conspirators 
he named William J. Bryan, Theodore 
Roosevelt and eertain Chicago news­ 
papers, who he said w'ere the “most 
corrupt set of newspaper publishers in 
the country, capable of conspiring to 
commit any act to aid in the destruc­ 
tion of the man they had set out to 
destroy, even to the extent of taking 
life.” 
He referred to H. H 
Chicago publisher, as a “holier than 
thou Pharisee,” and said that the sole 
purpose in reopening his case was not 
because they expected to produce any 
new evidence, but because the pergon­ 
al of the senate had changed and tho 
case would be tried by now judges. 
Senator P r i m e r charged that Gover­ 
nor Deneen in replying to the message 
that had been sent to him by senators 
had deliberately tried to mislead the 
senate and had acted a He.

The celebration of the anniversary 
of the battle of San Jacinto was an 
event of special significance to Al­ 
phonse Steele of Mexia, Texas, who is 
the sole survivor of the little army of 
Texans who, commanded by General 
Sam Houston, met and crushed com­ 
pletely 
the 
overwhelming 
force 
of 
Mexican soldiers upon that batlefleld. 
When only 17 years old Steele left 
Hardin county, Kentucky, where he 
was born, and went down the Ohio J 
and Mississippi rivers in a boat to 
Lake Providence, I .a., where he work­ 
ed until November, 1835, 
when 
he 
Joined a company of volunteers, com- j 
manded 
by 
Captain 
Daggett 
and 
marched to Old Washington, Texas. 
It was found on reaching that place 
that Texas had not yet declared her 
independence, and the 
company 
of 
soldiers disbanded. 
Steele remained 
in Washington until the Declaration 
of Independence was signed, 
where­ 
upon he immediately started for San 
Antonio to Join Travis and aid in de­ 
fending the 
Alamo. 
While on his 
way he learned that the Alamo had 
fallen. 
In company with other patriots he 
then preceded down 
the 
Colorado 
river and joined the army which Gen 
eral Houston was 
gathering 
about 
him. 
As General Houston 
and 
his 
gathering force of patriots and ad 
venturers moved onward toward the 
Buffalo bayou and the San Jacinto 
river. General Santa Ana 
and 
his 
army followed closely, hoping to get 
the Texans in a close 
position 
and 
make an attack. 
The Texas army found itself in a 
cornered position on April 21, 1838. 
and in order tiiat it might be a fight 
to the death the only bridge leading 
across the w ater course over which 
retreat might be made was destroyed 
by order of General Houston. 
Mr. 
Steele gives an Interesting description 
of the battle of San Jacinto, which 
took place on that day. 
He says; 
“After dinner on April 
21 
Santa 
Ana, who was close upon us, received 
about 500 additional troops under com 
mand of General Cos. 
We received 
orders to prepare for battle. 
We ad­ 
vanced upon the Mexicans in the fob 
lowing order; 
Houston, with his art 11 
lery, In the center; the cavalry on the 
right and Colonel Sherman with his 
troops on our left. The Mexicans had 
thrown up breastworks out of their 
baggage aboirf IOO yards south of a 
belt of timber, where they had sta­ 
tioned their artillery. 
“Santa Ana’s right wing was placed 
In a thick grove of timber 
When we 
got up pretty close General Houston 
sent word to Colonel Sherman to a t­ 
tack this position. 
We were ordered 
to move forward and hold our fire un­ 
til orders were given. 
When we got 
within sixty or seventy yards we were 
ordered to fire. 
“Then all discipline so far as Sher­ 
m an’s troops were concerned was at 
an end. 
We were ail firing as rapidly 
as possible and tile man who first got 


So great is the possibility of scald­ 
ing the fowl improperly that dealers 
in some localities show an inclination 
to demand dry plucked fowls. 
As a 
means of overcoming this difficulty, 
C. K. Graham of Connecticut, who has 
spent a good deal of tim e in studying 
the subject, offers these suggestions: 
Any aged bird may be scalded w ith­ 
out seriously injuring Its quality if 
It Is properly handled; but owing to 
the large num ber of poorly dressed 
scalded fowls, the m arketm en place a 
premium of from I to 2 cents a pound 
on dry plucked stock. 
Bolling w ater may be used, but care 
m ust be taken not to leave young 
birds In the w ater too long, or the 
skin will cook, while with old fowls a 
little m ore time may not do any harm. 
The head and shanks should be kept 
out of the water, as the scalding will 
discolor them and m ake them un­ 
sightly. 
Immediately after the bird 
is taken from the scalding water it 
should be dipped into cold water to 
stop the cook, and, as poultrymeii say, 
to “plump the bird.’* 
The bird should then be hung as 
for dry plucking, as no bird plucked 
on the lap or the table will have so 
good an appearance. If a scalded bird 
Is exuosed to a draught when being 
plucked or when cooling, the skin is 
likely to harden and become rough. 
It is because of these possibilities 
that dry plucking is recommended, as 
the condition of the skin to a great 
extent accounts for the high or low 
returns received.

when choosing a breed if you mus* 
keep them closely yarded. 
If chickens raised in a brooder are 
not .rendered weak and tender by too 
much heat, and not enough vent! 
lation, they grow rapidly and make 
early layers. 
All 
houses and 
nests should 
be 
clean for best results. 
Fight lice all 
the year around 
There are some es­ 
sentials in poultry that must be at­ 
tended to. 
This is ©ne of them. 
The poultry business is yet in its 
infancy and offers a good living foi 
those who take it up as a business, 
carefully looking into t£« conditions, 
such as breeds, markets, location, etc.
